Local members of the Maine 
State Guard Reserve, organized as 
the 4th Company, meet for instruc- 
tion and drill at the Gould Acad- | 
emy field house every Moriday ev- 
ening, The requirements for at- 
tendance are strict and the greater 
part of the membership is present 
at every meeting. Although inter- 
est remains at a high point, there 
is.room for a few additional men 
to take the place of several who 
have left the vicinity or entered 
the armed forces. ‘. 

Much of the time has been devot- 
ed to regular drill and good prog- 
ress has been made, while re- 
cently the company has taken up 
phases of guerrilla warfare.

The sawmill of Leslie Davis on 
the Middle Intervale road was 
burned last night with a loss es- 
timated at $4,000 or more.
